SOVIET PREPARES 
BIG OFFENSIVE 


STALINGRAD STRONG 
POINTS RETAKEN 


ACCORDING to last night’s 
communiqué the Russians 
have captured more fortified posi- 
tions from the Germans in Stalin- 
grad, and are on the offensive in 
the Caucasus. 
STOCKHOLM, Wednesday, — 
Reuter S correspondent here says :— 
The Red Army is reported to be 
assembling men and material at 
seven key points along the 1,200 
miles front from Leningrad to 
Astrakhan. Reports from Axis 
sources indicate that preparations 
are well under way for a large-scale 
winter offensive as soon as rivers and 
Jakes are sufficiently frozen. The 
main point of concentration in the 
South, apart from Stalingrad, is the 
area between Vladimirovka and 
Astrakhan, according to a Vichy 
despatch. At Voronezh there are 
already important Soviet forces, 
but another area of concentra- 
tion is said to be half-way 
between Voronezh and Rostov. 
Further north the Red Army may 
be waiting for Lake Ilmen to freeze 
over before launching strong attacks 
north and south of the lake, while at 
Leningrad itself the Russians are 
reported to be massing east of the 
city In preparation for the time when 
ice on the Neva river and Lake 
Ladoga is abie to carry transport.’’ 
MOSCOW, Wednesday.—To-night’3 
Soviet communiqué said :—‘‘ During 
November 18 our troops fought the 
enemy in the Stalingrad area, north- 
east of Tuapse and south-east of 
Nalchik. In the area of Stalingrad 
our troops in the factory district cap- 
tured several enemy strong points. 
About 600 of the enemy were killed.

VICHY, Wednesday.—An official 
communiqué issued here to-night 
states that at a Cabinet meeting to- 
day ‘‘the head of the Government 
made a statement on the political 
and military situation.

ovried out in Tunisia. Taking into

LONDON, Wednesday.—Reuter’s 
correspondent with the British First 
Army cables to-night :—‘‘ French 
troops in Tunisia are making a fight- 
ing withdrawal towards the west, 
under orders to join’ with the British 
First Army advancing from Algeria. 
The French l.ave twice made contact 
with the Axis forces. British para- 
troops, dropped in Tunisia on Mon- 
day, are also in contact with the 
enemy. Flying Fortresses, bombing 
from a low altitude, have attacked 
the Axis-occupied naval base of 
Bizerta.

NEW LIBYAN BATTLE NEAR 

CAIRO, Wednesday. — Reuter's 
correspondent here says that the 
British Eighth Army is now within 
seventy miles of Benghazi, having 
advanced about fifty miles in a day, 
which means that supplies have 
caught up with the spearhead of the 
British troops in spite of the rapid 
lengthening of .the lines of com- 
munications. Barges in Benghazi 
harbour were bombed from a low 
level and fires started. The corres- 
pondent says:—‘‘When _ British 
fighters arrrved over Benina aero- 
drome, twelve miles from Benghazi, 
they sighted six transport ‘planes in 
the.air and seven other machines on 
the ground. Within five minutes, 
twelve of the thirteen ‘planes were 
destroyed and the remaining one 
damaged.

Banned Books 


The Senate has not emerged with 
any great credit from the first 
instalment of its debate on the- 
Censorship of Publications Board. 
People of taste will read the report 
of yesterday’s proceedings with 
tolerant amusement ; the rank and 
fii» of the country, if they take the 
trouble to read it at all, will laugh 
\heartily at the unreality of the 
whole business., As Senator Pro- 
fessor William Magennis—who, as 
a member oi the Censorship Board, 
demands a special hearing— 
remarked, Sir John Keane, who 
raired the attack, was “badly 
briefed.” That is true. There war 
no particular reason why Sir John 
Keane should take up the cudgels 
for ‘‘ The Tailor and Anstey,”’ ir 
preference to dozens of equally, or 
more, valuable works which have 
been suppressed for less reason. 
Sir John’s course ought rather to 
have been a defence of the ordi- 
nary commonsense and decency of 
this country against the Govern- 
ment paternalism that would treat 
every adult citizen as if he wore 
short trousers. There are two pre- 
vailing schools of thought in this 
country. One, an outlawed class, 
maintains that mankind possesses 
a fundamental sense of decency, 
and that the Irish people are not 
worse than the rest. This is the 
class which insists that virtue 
sooner or later finds its own level, 
that the naturally decent mind 
remains uncorrupted even by the 
dirtiest book, and that a nation 
which is prone to sin will not be 
distracted therefrom by Act of 
Parliament or by any process of 
constraint. There is the other 
class—the class in power, if not, 
thank Heaven, in the majority— 
which, while professing the belief 
that Irishmen exceed all other 


races in virtue, spoils the whole 
argument by a paradoxical 
insistence that every possible 


occasion of sin shall be removed 
as far as possible from them. The 
second class was in the ascendency 
at yesterday’s debate, exuding 
unction from every pore. ‘‘ Con- 
ditions in England are different,”’ 
said the Minister for Justice, 
discussing birth control with a 
sanctified shiver—as if right or 
wrong differed according to the 
country in which they were 
practised, ‘‘I don’t think it can 
be said that anything except 
filthy literature was interfered with 
by the Board,” he said as if the 
Board had not exceeded its terms 
of reference—with the active or 
passive connivance of the Minister 
—a few dozen, if not a few 
hundred, times since its incep- 
tion. This same Minister dared 
to assert that periodicals 
had beer banned for “giving 
an unduly large proportion of 
space to crime and criminal 
matters,” and to expatiate on the 
theme. Does the Censorship Act 
impose any ban upon the report- 


ing of ‘‘crime and criminal 
matters”? Senator Goulding 
“felt that Sir John Keane's 


standards were not the s'andards 
of the country.’’ For the country’s 
sake, we wish that they were. 
Senator Kehoe decries authors 
who “ belittle their own country 
and people overnight ’’—the self- 
same country and people who, 
apparently, fnust be kept by force 
from the lures eof improper 
literature. Is any sense of reality 
left in the governing bodies of 
this nation? Have they retained 
any sense of humour, or, alter- 
natively, any sense of honesty? 
Can we hope that some day they 
will make up their minds whether 
the people of Ireland are genuinely 
the honest, high-minded, demi- 
angels of tradition, or debased 
troglodytes who must be driven 
willy-nilly into decency by boards? 
Mr. Boland presumes to accuse this 
newspaper of a desire to “ have 
the floodgates of filth opened in 
this city ’’—on the ground that 
we “ go out of our Way every 
week to attack the Censorship 
Board.” The charge; to anybody 
who knows this newspaper, ir too 
childish to be answered. We are 
content to remind the Minister 
that, if we attack the Censorship 
Board, it is not for its virtues but 
for its sins; and it is less against 
the Board’s existence that we pro- 
test, than against its illegalities 
and its capacity for national 
insult.

After four 
years of war, the aeroplane had 
developed from a curious sort of 
mechanical kite into an efficient 
and accepted form of transport. 
The design of the motor car cannot 
but be affected radically by the 
experience gained in the lorries, 
tanks and “jeeps” of the present 
conflict: It seems, then, that a 
Detroit firm which specialises in 
the ‘‘embalming” of laid-up 
cars by spraying them with a 
preservative solution, may find at 
the end of the war that its 
mummies are almost as out-of- 
date as those of Tut-ank-amen. 
Many cars, too, will, by the time 
of their disinterment, be in such a 
condition that it will be a matter 
of the greatest difficulty to 
make them work satisfactorily. 
Motorists need hardly worry. One 
of the few things of which it is 
reasonably certain that the years 
immediately after the war will “ee 
an adequate supply, is the motor 
car. Thousands of factories and 
plants at present engaged on the 
manufacture of war vehicles will 
change over their production 
almost at once to cars: skilled 
mechanical labour will be in 
larger supply, perhaps, than 
agricultural labour. It is possible, 
indeed, that there will at last be 
produced a ‘universal’? small 
car, with some of the toughness 
and adaptability cf the “‘ jeep,” 
at a price suited to the relatively 
modest income. 


Farthings 


The tradespeople in England, it 
is reported, are agitating for the 
abolition of the farthing from the 
scale of currency. In cases in 
which a customer’s bill would 
include an odd farthing, they pro- 
pose to raise if to a halfpenny. 
To the ordinary man, the change 
would probably be a matter of 
little importance. For him, the 
days when a farthing had any 
noticeable purchasing-power are 
over; there are no more “ farden 
buns”’ and ‘ farden candles.’’ 
The halfpenny appears in the 
price of his cigarettes, of stamps 
for his letters, and in ’bus fares, 
but the farthing is rather a bauble 
and a curiosity than a token of 
exchange. The housewife knows 
differently, for she is concerned 
with the only trade in which the 
farthing is still an important 
unit—the baking trade; and she 
knows that the change of a 
farthing to a halfpenny means 
several pence to her at the end of 
a week. It is curious that one of 
the reasons for the suggestion that 
the farthing should be abolished 
is that the supply is insufficient. 
In 1939, the latest year for which 
figures are available, over forty- 
five millions of farthings were in 
circulation in Britain: and in 
that year the Royal Mint- issued 
no fewer than twenty millions. 
This, one would think, would be 
more than a _ sufficient supply 
for the purpose of exchange. 
One cannot adduce the explana- 
tion _cited for the. periodical 
shortages of pennies—that they 
are all locked up in gas meters— 
to account for the absence of the 
farthing. It is surely a coin that 
nobody would bother to keep. 
What is more true, however, is 
that it is a coin that nobody would 
bother to give away. Farthings 
can accumulate in the bottom ~ 
a pocket, or in the drawer of a 
desk. They do not amount to a 
hoard, as collections of pennies or 
threepenny bits may do; they are 
not a treasure-trove, but bits of 
rubbish that lie with the odd 
pieces of string and pins and 
buttons until they come to a 
woman's hand and are used to pay 
the baker. Not long ago the three- 
penny bit was the problem coin 
of Britain. The problem was solved 
by making it larger and heavier— 
about the size of a shilling—for 
convenience in handling, and 
giving it an octagonal shape in 
order that it might easily be dis- 
tinguished in the pocket. Per- 
haps, the problem of the farthing 
might be settled by making it more 
impressive in size and weight in 
order that the public might learn 
to care for a coin that is now, to 
most people, a meaningless tally.

SPANISH PAINTING 
VELASQUEZ 


Most contemplative and impas- 
sive of European painters and 
greatest technician in art, close 
friend and confidant though he was 
of Philip III. of Spain, Velasquez 
had ‘to sit on the fourth rank among 
the King’s buffoons and dwarfs at 
bull-fights. Such was the immut- 
able rule of the Court, which even 
the King could not alter, said Mr. 
Thomas McGreevy, continuing his 
Hermione Lectures on Spanish 
Painting at Alexandra College, 
Dublin, yesterday. | 

A philosopher and master of 
languages, as well as a painter, 
Velasquez was the heir to the pain- 
ters of mystic exaltation who had 
flourished in the sixteenth century. 
He painted some religious pictures, 
which were magnificent, but he ex- 
tended his art and dealt with popu- 
lar life portrait—peasants, workers, 
historical incidents and landscapes. 
What he brought to these sub- 
jects was not the mystic exaltation 
of El Greco, but a kind of quiet 
elevation of spirit, without either 
censoriousness or sentimentality, 
that lifts his work to the highest 
plane of tragedy in all art. 

Born in Seville in 1599, Velasquez 
excelled at school in philosophy and 
languages. Pachecho, his art 
master and father-in-law, taught him 
to give as much care to the paint- 
ing of kitchen and tavern scenes as 
to the most ambitious subjects. 
Later, contact with Rubens and 
two prolonged visits to Italy set 
him on the path to the supremacy 
he still) maintains in portraiture, 
historical painting, and in scenes of 
popular life and landscape.
